THE STATE OF NEW HAMPSHIRE 


(SEAL) To the inhabitants of the Town of Sunapee, in the 
County of Sullivan, in said State, qualified to vote in Town 
Affairs: You are hereby notified to meet at I. O. O. F. Hall, 
in said Sunapee, on Tuesday, the 12th day of March next, at 
nine of the clock in the forenoon, to act upon the following sub- 
jects: 


Article 1. To elect a Town Clerk for the year ensuing. 


Article 2. To hear the reports of the Selectmen, Treasurer, 
Auditors, Agents and Committees or other Officers heretofore 
chosen and pass any vote relating thereto. 


Article 8. To elect one Selectman for three years, and all 
necessary Town Officers for the year ensuing, and pass any vote 
relating thereto. 


Article 4. To see what sum of money the Town will raise 
to pay the outstanding debts and interest on its notes and bonds 
and pass any vote relating thereto. 


Article 5. To see what sum of money the Town will raise to 
defray Town Charges for the year ensuing, and pass any vote 
relating thereto. 

Article 6. To see what sum of money the Town will raise to 
repair Highways and Bridges for the year ensuing and pass any 
vote relating thereto. 

Article 7. To see if the Town will raise Seven thousand 
dollars, ($7,000.00) (the State to give a like amount), to Main- 
tain its Trunk Line Highways and pass any vote relating there- 
to. 

Article 8. To see if the Town will raise Two hundred fifty 
dollars ($250.00), (the State to give a like amount), to main- 
tain its State Aid Highway and pass any vote relating thereto. 

Article 9. To see if the Town will raise Two thousand four 
hundred ninety-one dollars eighty-seven cents, ($2,491.87), the 
State to give One thousand eight hundred sixty-eight dollars 


twenty-five cents, ($1,868.25), for State Aid Construction and 
pass any vote relating thereto. 


Article 10. To see if the Town will raise Five thousand 
dollars, ($5,000.00), for permanent road construction, to be ex- 
pended on East Main street and Lake avenue and pass any vote 
relating thereto. 


Artlicle 11. To see what sum of money the Town will raise 
for Electric Lights and pass any vote relating thereto. 


Article 12. To see what sum of money the Town will raise 
to maintain its Fire Department and pass any vote relating 
thereto. 


Article 18. To see what sum of money the Town will raise 
to maintain its Public Library and pass any vote relating there- 
to. 


Article 14. To see what sum of money the Town will raise 
for the support of the District Nurse and pass any vote relating 
thereto. 


Article 15. To see what sum of money the Town will raise 
for the care of its Cemeteries and pass any vote relating there- 
to. 

Article 16. To see if the Town will vote to co-operate with 
the Towns of Newbury and New London, to advertise Lake 
Sunapee, each Town to raise or appropriate the sum of Three 
hundred dollars, ($300.00), for this purpose and pass any vote 
relating thereto. 


Article 17. To see if the Town will raise Four hundred dol- 
lars, ($400.00), to co-operate with the State in the control of 
the White Pine Blister Rust and pass any vote relating thereto. 


Article 18. To see if the Town will throw up, abandon and 
release all rights to a certain piece of road here and after 
named, being a cross road, commencing near the bridge at the 
outlet of Otter (Pond or Lake, so-called, thence on or near shore 
of same, to a point on Trunk Line, (black road), leading from 
Georges Mills to New London near George H. Gould’s boat 
house and pass any vote relating thereto. 


Article 19. To see if the Town will vote to raise Fifteen 
thousand dollars ($15,000.00) to build a Town Hall on the Old 
School House Site, and pass any vote relating thereto. 


Article 20. To see if the Town will vote to license Junk 
Dealers and pass any vote relating thereto. 


Article 21. To see if the Town will instruct its Selectmen 
to hire money in anticipation of taxes and pass any vote relating 
thereto. 


Article 22. To transact any other business that may legally 
come before said meeting.

REPORT OF FIRE ENGINEERS 


We hereby submit our annual report for the year 1928: 

It is with regret that we have to report the past year as a 
very disastrous one in regard to fire losses, there having’ been 
three total losses. Two of the fires were outside of protection 
and the one under protection was in such a condition when dis- 
covered, that a much better equipt department could not have 
done better, so, we do not think the heavy loss was caused by the 
inefficiency of the town department. The other property that 
was endangered was taken care of by the department with small 
loss. 

After testing the department hose that had been in service 
many years, we found much of it unsafe to use, and 2000 feet 
of new hose was bought. We would recommend that 500 feet 
more of rubber lined hose be bought for this department and 
500 feet of linen hose for Georges Mills.

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REPORT OF 


SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Board and Citizens of Sunapee: 

The passing of the old, over-crowded Central Schiool and the 
coming of the New Central School for Sunapee marks another 
upward step in the Educational ladder of progress for Sunapee. 
When we visit great Cathedrals we look upon structures which 
are man’s highest conception of an ideal expressed in a building. 
They inspire us and we catch some of the vision of the archi- 
tect. Cathedrals are the nearest earthly approach that man can 
build with materials of his idea of heaven. Since they stand as 
man’s loftiest conception of an ideal, that is why they inspire 
us. 

The old school at Sunapee, which burned on May 29, 1928, 
had served its purpose well until it became over-crowded and 
rooms were furnished on the top floor in spaces not intended 
for recitation rooms. The frame of the building was too light 
to: support the load allotted to it. 

The strength of the building depended largely on the top 
stays, which, when weakened by the fire, let the walls spread 
the floors dropping, smashing everything in the building. 

Out of the catasthrophe has arisen in an almost incredibly 
short time a new building which is a real credit to the pro- 
gressive siprit of the town. The permanence of the new build- 
ing impresses ione at once. 

We are living in a new era in school architecture. Our first 
schools were built upon house construction ideas which were 
adequate in lighting for homes but oft-times not for schools as 
they had wide dividers between the windows, which threw 
heavy, ugly shadows across the schiool room, and too often re- 
quired the teacher to stand facing windowed walls all day 
while teaching. 

With a new era in school architecture there has also come 
a stimulated pride in the school edifice. A schoolhouse is no 
longer a crude creation of wood, brick, and stone with clumsy 
roofs and unsightly towers, but a structure which is simple, yet 
graceful, in exterior design and attractive and convenient in 
interior arrangements. 

Among the various housings of a community, the modern 
school stands out as a dignified structure pleasing to the eye 
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and expressive of the purpose it serves. The progressive citi- 
zen points with pride on occasion to the new schoolhouse as 
something that denotes the cultural progress of a community. 

Urgent demands upion the educational necessity of our chil- 
dren caused us to move into the new building before it was 
entirely completed. It should not be forgotten, however, the 
importance of having fitting dedication exercises to open the new 
building. It will be some little time before the building is en- 
tirely complete. 

There are not many ioccasions when the citizenship may gath- 
er under one roof to listen to the discussion of education. The 
annual graduation exercises afford such an occasion. A school- 
house dedication is more rare and more momentous as far as 
the ¢ducational history of the community is concerned. It will 
hapren only about once in a hundred years that Sunapee will 
have an opportunity to commemorate such an event. I am tak- 
ing this space in this report that the occasion may have per- 
manent record. 

The thought observed is that this occasion must serve in 
arousing interest in the cause of education, stimulate town pride 
and local patriotism, and finally, emphasize the relation of the 
school to patriotic national life. 


Education is not a local option as to whether we will have it 
or not. To what degree we will have it is a matter of local 
pride in Sunapee as is evident by the new building. What we 
do in any given situation in the state affects the whole state. 
The tone of Education in the state is raised whenever a com- 
munity does as well by education as has been done at Sunapee. 
Every convenience has been provided as could reasonably well 
be expected, conveniently and efficiently arrayed and at a cost 
which has given the town giood value for the money expended. 


An inferior educational training may bring permanent injury. 
Now that we have a first quality building, we must ever be on 
guard to provide first class instructional service for the school. 
A highly efficient teaching force is not usually assembled in 
one year. It is best assembled by a selective process. Where 
we get a superior teacher, he or she should be retained rather 
than to make a change due tio a few dollars. It often happens 
that beginning teachers get, let us say, $1,000.00 per year, 
whereas it would cost us $1,100.00 to keep a superior teacher 
for the second year. If we allow a superior teacher to go to 
save the hundred dollars and get a new teacher who is worth 
nothing to us through the year, it would have been infinitely 
better to have retained the former teacher for the hundred dol- 
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lars as that would have been the difference between a real 
teacher and no teacher at all. 

In recent years there is an increasing evidence that school 
administration is a business and subject to the laws of busi- 
ness. Today business is a symbol of quality; quality in the char- 
acter of its products, quality in the calibre of its workers. We 
hear business executives tell of the lengths they go to secure 
these, how they specify betterments, enforce standards and 
evaluate quality. Schicol officials have an equal concern for 
their products. 

Merchants employing large groups can tell you what labor 
turnovers cost them. They can show you the expense of re- 
gaining a customer’s interest lost through inferior service. 
Both items are expensive. They eat up profits. The business 
of school administration is as sensitive to these methods of 
investment as is every other business, only they are not meas- 
ured in money but something more valuable, the training of the 
young people within our schools. 

The loss to a community by substituting a weaker for a 
stronger teacher cannot easily be computed. Parents who have 
experienced it will say that the experiment is expensive and 
that the loss should be avoided wherever possible. If, in a 
spirit of those advocating economy, it is not prevented, it may 
prove to be costly and extravagant. The buying of good 
teaching service at the figure the market demands is often 
less expensive than the buying of inferior service at bargain 
rates. This applies tio commodities used in school work as well 
as to the teaching service. That school system which retains 
the interest of pupils and gives valued service through its 
teaching force, may prove more economical than a system 
costing less per pupil but unable to hold the pupil’s interest 
and give mediocre service through a less efficient teaching 
staff. It is not the high cost of schools we are so much con- 
cerned with as to beware of the high cost of cheap schools by 
cutting corners on false economy moves. 

I dedicate this report solely to the opening of the new 
building. I have purposely omitted all personal references, 
not because none are merited, but because the advent of a 
new educational shrine outweighs all other educational events 
of the year. May we all be in accord on the ideal of placing 
and keeping educatiion on a lofty pedestal in Sunapee.
